It started, like mo: 
of coffee. 

Then, all Hell broke loose. 

Around 7:30 am last Thursday, the NYPD’s — and 
the tabloids’ — most- wanted perp apparently 
strolled into Bococa’s 
Street and ordered a 
large cup of Italian 
roast, heavy on the 
milk, no sugar. 

He paid with two 
singles, but didn’t stick 
around to get his change. 

That’s because the 
supposed fiend — Peter 
Braunstein, the so-called 
“Halloween rapist,” who 
has spent weeks on the 
tabloids’ front pages for 
allegedly donning fire- 
fighter gear in a sexual as- 
sault — bolted after locking 
eyes with Bococa’s owner 
John Arenas, the man who 
had just sold him his morn- 
ing java. 

“He caught on right away,” 

Arenas told reporters later. 

“He knew that I knew who he 
was. He took off the minute we 
gave each other that look.” 

Arenas mshed outside and 
told a quartet of cops what had 
happened. 

Within minutes, sleepy Cobble 
Hill became ground zero in a me- 
dia battle to catch the elusive Braun- 
stein — or, at least, capture the thoughts of anyone who 
may have seen, heard or even imagined the suspect. 

Few residents understood what was going on — 
even when informed their quiet neighborhood had, at 
least temporarily, played host to the fiend. 

“I never heard of him,” said a broker from Prudential 
Douglas Elliman, shooing reporters away from her of- 
fice and shutting the door. 

She taped up one of the ubiquitous WANTED 
posters featuring Braunstein’s tabloid-ready mug, but 


said he would be remembered in the neighborhood for 
a different crime: satellite trucks from every outlet in- 
cluding “Frontline” were taking up much-needed park- 
ing spaces. 

Despite a breathless headline in the Daily News — 
“Local residents scared to know that creep is so close” 
— the immediate concern of 
ost residents was not Braun- 
tein, but the media chasing 

“My son was scared after 
he saw me interviewed on TV 
because he thought the rapist 
was after me,” said Congress 
Street resident Louly 
Wilhams. 

Most did not rush to 
claim their 15 minutes of 
tabloid fame. 


'NO PLACE FOR POOP' 

Slopers lament lack of trash cans on avenues

Staceyjoy Elkin has found that 
her dog’s poop is becoming increas- 
ingly annoying. 

And it ain’t the dog’s fault. 

“I am walking for blocks and blocks 
and I can’t find a garbage can to put the 
poop in,” said Elkin, who owns Red Lip- 
stick, a boutique on Vanderbilt Avenue. 

“I thought I was going insane, you 
know? Like a ‘Gaslight’ situation,” she 
said, referencing an Ingmar Bergman 

But Elkin is not going insane — at 
least about the garbage can situation in 
Prospect Heights and Park Slope. 

A recent inspection tour by The 
Brooklyn Papers found that there is not a 
single public garbage can on Sixth Av- 
enue between Flatbush Avenue and 18th 
Street — a distance of one-and-a-half 
miles and spanning two ZIP codes. The 
same dearth afflicts Eighth Avenue be- 
tween Flatbush and Ninth Street. 

The absence of trashcans has been the 
talk of local blogs and provoked the ire 
of dog-walkers, mostly. As expected, 
there are a host of conspiracy theories. 

“I saw some guys loading a couple of 
trashcans off Grand Army Plaza the oth- 
er day,” one annoyed garbage producer, 
who identified himself as “metulj,” post- 
ed on the Daily Heights Web site. 


Others speculated that Park Slopers 
have been confiscating the cans because 
they’re too ugly for their historic neigh- 
borhood. 

“I have a sneaking suspicion that they 
have something to do with it — the cans 
are too tacky, too declasse for the beauti- 
ful Slope,” said blogger Daisy H. 

Kathy Dawkins, a spokeswoman for 


the Sanitation Department, said that her 
office had not received any reports of 
mass disappearance of litter baskets. 

Dawkins added that the placement of 
the baskets was determined by pedestri- 
an traffic and that close to 9,000 of the 
city’s 25,000 wire-mesh trashcans — 
which cost $102.60 apiece — are either

But the reporters were hungry for something else — 
and if they couldn’t find Braunstein, well, they’d fill 
their notebooks with something else. 

That’s how Andrew Shapiro became an instant, 
though short-lived, celebrity. 

Shapiro happens to live next-door to a vacant build- 
ing that was stormed by cops after an erroneous tip that 
Braunstein was inside. 

Later, when Shapiro tried to walk his dog, he was 
pinned down by seven reporters, pens at the ready, to 
record his every insight into the fiendish mind of 
Braunstein. 

Or not. 

“The SWAT team had machine guns,” Shapiro said. 
“You know, like SWAT teams do.” 

Noticing that his every word was being recorded, 
Shapiro added, “I just hope my family doesn’t see me 
on TV.” 

Even the local firemen weren’t quite sure how to re- 
spond to the non-alarming alarm. 

“I guess we are just waiting for something to hap- 
pen,” said a puzzled fireman supervising the fracas 
from Engine 3 on Dean Street. 

Several hours later, cops on Court Street could be 
heard murmuring false alarm and traffic was again 
moving. 

Of course, the day’s inconvenience might end up 
having a silver lining. 

No, Braunstein would not be caught, perhaps, but 
“maybe the owner [of the vacant building] will see his 
place on TV and clean it up,” Shapiro said.

Even world-renowned 
architect Frank Gehry 
thinks his design for the 
Atlantic Yards project — a 
scheme so massive that 
even its supporters grum- 
bled after it was unveiled 
in July — was “horrible.” 

Gehry made the stunning 
admission on Tuesday, as he 
showed off new details of his 
design for a 19,000-seat bas- 
ketball arena, 7,300 units of 
housing and nearly two mil- 
lion square feet of commer- 
cial and office space atop 24 
acres in the heart of Brooklyn. 

Gehry’s lighting-fast Pow- 
erPoint presentation, made at 
an American Institute of Ar- 
chitects fomm, was full of 
small details, but avoided the 
Big Picture. 

The new design for the 
$3.5-billion project remains 
pretty much like its predeces- 
sor — minus the architect’s 
trademark Ming. It’s now a bit ' 
softer, more inviting, greener 
and even features a marsh- 
like pond. 

“We didn’t want iconic 
warfare between 20 build- 
ings,” he said. Translating 
from Architectese, Gehry 
means that the glitzy, Vegas- 
like towers he unveiled to 
widespread rancor will be 
toned down and re-clad with 
warmer brick. 

The project’s centerpiece 
— the glass-walled arena for 
the Brooklyn Nets at the in- 
tersection of Flatbush and At- 
lantic avenues — remains as 
shiny as ever. 

Yet the architect played de- 
fense for most of the forum 
and repeatedly used the word 
“horrible” to describe how he 
felt about the earlier design 
when he saw it splashed all 
over the front page of the 
New York Times in July. 

It’s no surprise that Gehry 
is tinkering with the project. 
Last week, The Brooklyn Pa- 
pers reported that developer 
Bmce Ratner had sent his 
starcMtect back to the drafting 
table. 

The new renderings showed

the project’s seven acres of 
public space filled with au- 
tumnal trees and featuring 
two fountains, one similar in 
style to the popular water- 
works at the Brooklyn Muse- 

Yet key parts of the devel- 
opment — such as the roof of 
the arena — remain unre- 
solved. Gehry again said he 
wants housing on the 52,000- 
square-foot roof. “I am still 
fascinated with getting people 
up there,” he said. 

Ratner has long advertised 
that area as public space. But 
The Brooklyn Papers reported 
last month that the developer 
nevertheless planned to elimi- 
nate public access to the site. 

In his own PowerPoint 
presentation, renowned land- 
scape architect Lauri Olin 
said the roof could include a 
two-acre wildflower meadow. 
Such a scheme would restrict 
human use of the roof, but be 


a boon for migrating birds, 
said Olin, whose designs for 
Bryant Park and the Battery 


Park City esplanade 
ly admired. 

Many in the audience 




AIA forum cooed like those 
migrating birds when Olin 
unveiled his renderings. 

But others asked the de- 
signers to defend their deci- 
sion to close off Pacific Street 
for green space and residen- 
tial development, creating a 
megablock. 

“They think park space is 
going to sell the plan, but to 
create that park, they have to 
cut off two streets,” said 
Genevieve Christy of the 
Boerum Hill Association. 
“That creates significant ques- 
tions about who will have ac- 
cess to the space and how 
they will get there through the 
traffic.” 

Other issues also remain up 
in the air. At one point, Gehry 
aimed his red pointer at a 
blank quadrangle on one of 
his renderings and said he 
didn’t know what would go 

His uncertainty quickly 
came back to haunt him. 

“I live pretty much where 
you pointed your red pointer,” 
said Peter Krashes, chair of 
the Dean Street Block Associ- 
ation, before asking about 
plans for managing traffic in 
the neighborhood. 

Krashes said he was both- 
ered that Gehry could point to 
a place that means a lot to 
him — his home — and yet

stolen or destroyed every year. 

The cans are manufactured 
by state prison inmates, who 

Residents near the intersec- 
tion of Sixth Avenue and Dean 
Street in Prospect Heights said 
they hadn’t seen their garbage 

“We had trashcans out here,” 
said Sandra Sostre, 35, a deli 
clerk who has lived at the inter- 
section her whole life. “Now 
we don’t have ’em anymore.” 

Nearby, at the comer of St. 
John’s Place and Classon Av- 


enue, the trashcan went miss- 
ing more than eight weeks 
ago, only to be replaced last 
week. Now there are three Ut- 
ter baskets at the comer. 

During her seven weeks 
without a pubhc bin, dog own- 
er and medical writer Ariel 
Buda-Levin admitted that she 
dumped her fox terrier’s poop 
in other people’s private bins. 

“I felt vaguely guilty,” ad- 
mitted Buda-Levin, 26. “But I 
figured, ‘It’s Brooklyn. People 
steal everything’.” 

Local officials are not sur- 
prised by the “Case of the 
Disappearing Trashcans.” 


“It’s something that always 
happens,” said Craig Ham- 
merman, district manager for 
Community Board 6, which 
covers Park Slope and Carroll 
Gardens. 

‘Tve been here for 15 years 
and they get taken.” 

Hammerman’s own theory 
is that “contractors take them 
for use on work sites or to cart 
trash around” or that they are 
used in barbecues. 

Law enforcement officials 
see it as a low priority. A 
spokesman for the Brooklyn 
District Attorney’s office de- 
clined to discuss whether the 
crime of stealing a public 
trash bin is prosecuted. 

And police officer Joe 
Newell, a 19-year veteran, 
said he “hadn’t heard any- 
thing” about the missing cans. 

He suspected that if some- 
one was caught red- (or make 
that trash-) handed, the charge 
would only amount to petit 
larceny because of the low 
value of the cans. 

Some residents suspect the 
stolen cans are being sold to 
scrap metal houses — but 
that’s another urban myth,

The latest pol to reportedly 
prove the “Pride and Preju- 
dice” rule is Bay Ridge Coun- 
cilman Vincent Gentile. Days 
after winning a tough re-elec- 
tion battle over Republican 
challenger Pat Russo, Gentile 
sat down with a Democratic 
Party screening committee 
that’s trying to find someone 
to mn against Rep. Vito Fos- 
sella next year. 

The Staten Island Con- 
gressman survived his own re- 
election battle last year, beat- 
ing Frank Barbara, 59-41 
percent, an 18-point margin 
which, though generous, was 
surprisingly narrow for a 
House incumbent. 

Gentile, a state senator 
from 1997 to 2002, said 
through a spokesman that the 
screening committee reached 
out to him, not the other way 
around — despite the implica- 
tion of a Staten Island Ad- 
vance headline this week, 
“Ex-State Senator Gunning 
for Congressman’s Job.” 

“He’ll listen to what they 
say, of course, but he’s com- 
fortable staying in the coun- 
cil,” said the spokesman, Greg 
Hanlon. “He’s very thankful 
to the voters for returning him 
to the Council.” 

His council colleague 
David Yassky (D-Brooklyn 
Heights) made similar com- 
ments after his re-election this 
year — but Yassky is now 
openly seeking the congres- 
sional seat currently occupied 
by the retiring Major Owens. 

The Staten Island Democrat-

ards. Gentile was the target of a 
sexual harassment complaint by 
a male ex-staffer earlier this 
year, but was ultimately cleared.

concept. If the district is sub- 
sequently approved by the 
City Council and mayor, busi- 
nesses in the region are all hit 
with a supplemental tax — 
typically $400 per year — that 
is earmarked for BID opera- 
tions such as sanitation, secu- 
rity and marketing. 

While it appears likely that 
a Smith Street BID would 
pass muster with the majority 
of businesses, there is by no 
means universal support. 

“Not everyone is going to 
want to be taxed again, espe- 
cially since we are already 
over-taxed,” said Antonio 
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Presented by 
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Gonzalez, owner of Tony’s 
Hardware. 

Walsh agreed that there is 
reluctance, especially among 
the mom and pop stores that 
dominate the daytime busi- 
ness on Smith Street. 

“These are people who are 
accustomed to sweeping up, 
so they may not see the bene- 
fit of paying for it,” he said. 

But both Walsh and Burke 
pointed out that nearby Court 
Street, which also had a less- 
than-sparkling reputation, has 
begun to shine, thanks to sev- 
en-day-a-week sweeping by 
workers from The Doe Fund. 

And business owners on 
Smith Street will need only 
visit DUMBO to see the ben- 
efits of forming a BID. 

The DUMBO district cov- 
ers a 30-block area along the 
East River waterfront. Two 
Trees Management — whose 
owner, David Walentas, con- 
trols half of the real estate in 
DUMBO — will, with its ten- 
ants, pay more than half of 
the BID’S annual $400,000 
budget. 

“We’re all for it,” said Jed 


Walentas, the company 
spokesman. “BIDS are good 
for the city. Burgeoning neigh- 
borhoods like ours get short- 
changed on city services.” 

Walentas said that rather 
than absolve the city of its re- 
sponsibility to provide those 
services, a DUMBO BID 
would help area businesses 
“speak with one voice” to get 
the neighborhood everything 
to which it is entitled. 

“If the BID does its job, it 
won’t just purchase auxiliary 
services, but working closely 
with City Hall,” he said. 

Up to $100,000 of the 
BID’s budget will pay the ex- 
ecutive director’s salary. 

Even before the mayor 
signed the legislation formally 
creating the BID, organizers 
posted an ad for an “ener- 
getic” executive director on 
the popular Web-classified site 
Craigslist. 

“The executive director will 
help to plan and will be re- 
sponsible for implementing 
services such as security, sani- 
tation, area marketing and 
promotion,” the posting said.

His friends called him the last of 
the neighborhood’s old guard. 

Johnny Severino, a former bartender 
at Freddy’s Bar, who died on Nov. 16, 
had lived in a one-bedroom apartment 
next to the bar since 1958. 

He stayed in 483 Dean St., with his 
rent-controlled lease, even after word 
of the impending Atlantic Yards project 
spread and his neighbors began selling 
out and moving elsewhere. 

Eventually, he was the last resident 
standing. 

“It weighed very heavily on his 
heart that he was the last person,” said 
Johnny’s sister-in-law, Mary Ann Sev- 
erino. “But he would not leave. That 
was his home.” 

If asked about his own death, Sev- 
erino — who was also known around 
the neighborhood as “Johnny Seat 
Covers” because of a long-lost sewing 
job — might have called it “one of the 
more baffling cases.”

On Nov. 4, a bike messenger cruis- 
ing the wrong way on Dean Street col- 
lided with Severino at the intersection 
of Sixth Avenue. 

Two days later, the hospital released 
the 78-year-old with his shoulder bro- 
ken and his arm in a sling. 

"It was this weird turn-around when 
he came home then,” said Eva Korzan, 
a bartender at Freddy’s, who greeted 
Severino each day at 12:30 when he ar- 
rived at the bar for one of his custom- 
ary afternoon nips. 

"He had been telling me for weeks 


that he wanted the super to replace the 
lock on his front door, but now he felt 
like he was incapacitated and was glad 
his apartment wouldn’t lock, so people 
could come in and help him, if he 

Before the notoriously cantankerous 
Severino could change his mind about 
the locks, he was back at the hospital 
with pneumonia. 

“He was just roaring, ‘I don’t be- 
lieve this’ and refusing to go back to 
the hospital,” said David Sheets, who 
lived nearby on Dean Street, and often 
advised Severino on how to handle his 
new landlord, Forest City Ratner. 

“He never complained and never 
budged an inch,” said his niece, Donna 
Severino. 

Friends said that John Severino rel- 
ished the idea that Forest City Ratner 
would have to go through endless pro- 
ceedings to evict him to make room for 
Atlantic Yards. 

Forest City Ratner bought the build- 
ing about a year ago. Employees at 
Freddy’s Bar said they contacted the 
management company, Esquire, to 
complain. 

“They treated him like he didn’t 
even live there anymore,” said Korzan, 
the co-bartender. “They never cleaned 
the trash. They took away his lock. I 
told [the management company hired 
by Ratner], ‘You are making an elderly 
man feel unsafe.’” 

Esquire would not comment when 
contacted by The Brooklyn Papers. 


But a spokesman for Forest City 
Ratner said the company had not re- 
ceived any complaints after a Nov 3 
call about a failed boiler. 

The boiler was promptly repaired 
and was working at the time of Severi- 
no’s death, said the spokesman, Joe 
DePlasco. 

The life and death of John Severino 
is the story of Brooklyn herself. 

A California-born son of Italian im- 
migrants, Severino moved to Red 
Hook at age 3. He left there only once, 
to serve in the Army during World War 
n. Later, he was a guard at the Nurem- 
berg Trials. 

Upon returning to Brooklyn, he 
sewed seat covers for automobiles — 
and earned his nickname — at his own 
shop that on Flatbush Avenue and 
Dean Street. There’s a Bergen Tile out- 
let on the site today. 

Even as family members began mi- 
grating to Staten Island or deeper into 
Brooklyn, Johnny Seat Covers stayed 
in Prospect Heights. His store eventu- 
ally closed when he lost his lease. He 
moved it, but it wasn’t the same. 

"The store never worked after he 
had to move,” his brother Phil Severi- 
no mused. “Dean Street was his 

He took up bartending as a full-time 
occupation, yet even with his new ca- 
reer, he stayed on Dean Street. 

And that’s where he remained for 
the next 32 years, working and drink- 
ing at Freddy’s Bar and watching it be- 


come a rallying place for Atlantic 
Yards opponents. 

"It used to be cops and firemen and 
the guys who worked at the Daily 
News plant [now a fancy apartment 
building],” said Matthew Kuhn, anoth- 
er bartender at Freddy’s. 

Severino was Kuhn’s steadiest after- 
noon customer. Without any neighbors 
or nearby family members, the bar 
functioned as kind of a smoky den for 
the gregarious bachelor. 

"He woke up early, did his errands 
and came back here for three, maybe 
four, nips before going upstairs,” re- 
called Frank Yost, the owner of the bar. 

"He was always talking about how 
Willie Sutton, the bank robber, drank 
there and got caught right down the 
street,” said Kuhn. 

"He was proud of its toughness.” 

Even after the clientele at Freddy’s 
shifted to artists and professionals, he 
kept pace with the newcomers. 

"Once there was this woman talking 
loudly about figure drawing and John- 
ny cut in to tell her something,” said 
Sheets. 

"She looked at him real snotty, like, 
‘What would you know about phys- 
iognomy?’ and he marched himself 
upstairs to his apartment, picked up a 
couple of drawings he had done, and 
showed her. That shut her right up.” 

Those pen drawings, portraits of 
pop stars he did before entering the 
service, stayed with Severino on Dean 
Street until his death.

The woman said she was 
walking on Warren Street, 
near Fourth Avenue, around 
1:30 pm on Nov. 18, when a 
stranger stopped her for direc- 
tions to a church. Police said 
he told her that, if he deter- 
mined that she was trustwor- 
thy, he would give her part of 
a $50,000 donation he intend- 
ed to make to the congrega- 

As the trickster explained 
the plan, a second stranger — 
also part of the scam — ap- 
peared and offered to help lo- 
cate the church, the woman 
told police. In a classic con, 
the pair asked the woman for 
tangible assurance of her trust- 
worthiness and returned home 
with her in search of collater- 
al. 

The victim gathered her 
valuables: several gold neck- 
laces worth $5,000, a $10,000 
gold bracelet, another bracelet 
worth $1,000, five gold rings 
and $1,400 in cash.

Employee 
and liquor 
license both 
end up dead

Community Board 7 
unanimously rejected a 
liquor license application 
for the notorious Sunset 
Park topless bar Sweet 
Cherry — a rejection that 
came the same week as 
one of the club’s bounc- 
ers was killed execution- 
style in his home nearby. 

The bouncer, Irvin Matos, 
42, had been shot through 
the top of the head in the 
basement of his three-story 
rowhouse on 31st Street. 

Matos’s Sweet Charity 
boss discovered the body on 
Nov. 18 after becoming 
alarmed that the bouncer had 
not shown up for work. 

Neighbors said the body 
had been decomposing for 
several days, judging by the 

“He was dead before they 
voted down the license,” said 
a neighbor. 

CB7 cited a history of vio- 
lence and drug dealing at the 
club for its rejection of the 
liquor license application on 
Nov. 14. In May, five people 
were arrested for selling mari- 
juana, cocaine, and Ecstasy 
out of the club. And in 2004, a 
man was charged with raping 
a 16-year-old who had applied 
to work as a topless dancer at 
the club. 

“That club is conducive to 
bad living,” said John Dav- 


enport, CB7’s public safety 
committee chairman. 

Davenport testified to see- 
ing hypodermic needles dis- 
carded in front of the club, 
which is located on 42nd 
Street between Second and 
Third avenues. 

CB7’s negative vote on 
the liquor license is merely 
advisory. The State Liquor 
Authority will now take up 
the matter. — Ariella Cohen

Will a roadway linking 
DUMBO and Downtown 
be forever lost to Brooklyn 
motorists? 

It appears that Cadman 
Plaza East, once a public road, 
may remain a parking lot for 
federal employees [see map]. 

The one-way street was 
closed in 2001 for security rea- 
sons and remained off-limits 
during construction of the Feder- 
al Courthouse at Tillary and 
Adams street (see map at right). 

Now the construction is 
done, yet Crown Victorias still 
sit parked sideways across the 
entrances at either end the 

“I think Cadman Street East 
will continue to be closed,” 
said Linda Collins, a manager 
for the courthouse project. 

Approximately 100 federal- 
ly authorized cars line the 
street now, their bumpers 
butting up to the sidewalk. 


Federal guards patrol the lot. 

The situation has Brooklyn 
drivers fuming. 

“You give the government a 
bit of power and they take it,” 
said attorney John Cobb. “Per- 
haps the federal employees 
should ride the public trans- 
portation they put so much en- 
ergy into creating for the rest of 

In 2000, a traffic study com- 
missioned by the city proposed 
turning the tightly used road 
into a public space that would 
connect the two small city 
owned parks that tie on either 
end. Residents also suggested 
carving out a corridor for jit- 
neys that would roll down to 
the proposed Brooklyn Bridge 
Park. 

“It’s not a bad idea,” said 
Carvin Skidmore, a Bushwick 
resident rolling a baby carriage 
past the courthouse the other 
day. “It feels good to be walk- 
ing down the street tike this 
with no traffic to worry about.” 



Mostly, motorists are upset 
about the loss of about 50 
curbside parking spaces, said 
Brian Ketcham of Community 
Consulting Services, which 
has studied Downtown traffic 
patterns. 

“Judges who live [in Brook- 
lyn Heights] drive to the court- 
house,” Ketcham said. “They 
could walk. But when you 
make parking available for 
free, people will drive.” 

The US Marshals Service - 
a federal agency - will decide 
the fate of the road later this 
month, even though local laws 
require a public hearing for 
any road closure. 

The city is planning to put 
its new headquarters for the 
Office of Emergency Manage- 
ment on the now-closed road. 
Given the heightened, post- 
9/11 security around such city 
facilities, it’s unlikely that the 
Bloomberg administration will 
buck the federal authorities.

Dinnerstein, 33. “[It] er 
passes so many different sound worlds.” 

Dinnerstein will be performing the “Goldberg Vari- 
ations” with all of the repeats that Bach wrote into the 
score intact. (By contrast, Gould’s celebrated 1982 
recording clocks in at less than an hour.) 

“It’s very challenging both physically and emotion- 
ally,” she admits. “You need a lot of endurance to get 
through the piece, but the main challenge is to be able 
to focus for that long without a break. 

“The repeats give [the audience] the chance to hear 
the music again — and you do want to hear it twice. 
This is music that just needs to be heard.”

Chef Chris Cheung , of Cobble 
Hills Little Bistro , experiments 
with unexpected ingredients

T he buzz about Little Bistro — a 
tiny, four-month-old eatery on 
Court Street — was “very good 
food, cool place and a menu that needs 
to be more descriptive.” 

I checked it out, and I agree. 

The food is inventive and mostly ex- 
cellent. The ambience on a recent Fri- 
day night reminded me of an open 
house party attended by the entire 
neighborhood; and in some instances, 
the menu needs a more extensive com- 
piling of a dish’s ingredients, so the 
diner won’t be surprised. 

Little Bistro seats just 45 indoors 
with a few cafe tables in front of the 
restaurant. Al- 
though it’s below 

not dismal thanks 
to big windows in 
the front that open 
onto a small area 
for outdoor seat- 
ing when the 
weather is warm. 

There are a few 
lighthearted touches: 
the length of the

of the space. The dining room is awash 
in tones of chocolate and white, with 
wooden tables and banquettes covered 
in earth-toned, striped cloth ringing the 

The warmth and playfulness of the 
decor makes a fitting backdrop for chef 
Chris Cheung’s mix of down-home 
American and international fusion dishes. 

Cheung, who owns the restaurant with 
Sam Wong and Steven Ng, opened the 
eatery in July. Before striking out with 
his partners, he worked in the kitchens of 
Thai Grille in Brooklyn Heights and 
Long Tan in Park Slope. 

Cheung describes his cuisine as 


“new American with a twist.” By 
“American” he refers to all the ethnic 
groups in this country, with an empha- 
sis on Asian flavors. His menu lists fa- 
miliar dishes like a grilled hanger steak 
with roasted potatoes, a juicy hamburg- 
er served with a towering pile of shoe- 
string fries, and sweet-and-sour baby 
back ribs with macaroni and cheese, as 
well as more inventive fare. 

The surprises stem from our idea of 
what a familiar dish should or should- 
n’t include. Take the appetizer, which is 
simply listed on the menu simply as 
“Maine lobster bisque.” I imagined it 
arriving in a deep bowl with a nice 
chunk of lobster meat on top and a 
sprinkling of herbs. Few of us would 
order the soup expecting it to sport a 
crown of diced 
tomatoes, cucum- 
bers and avoca- 
dos, and a large 
dollop of salmon 
roe. 1 like the un- 
expected, espe- 
cially if it’s some- 
thing as delightful 
as the bisque, but 
others might wish 
for a heads up when it comes to unfore- 
seen ingredients. 

The appetizer “crispy calamari with 
cardamom salt” came with a couple of 
surprises, too: tiny whole squid bodies 
and a sweet-and-sourish sauce. The big 
platter of long squid pieces and crunchy 
tentacles are delicately fried so they re- 
semble lacy ruffles. The fish is salty, but 
just enough so that its mild flavor is en- 
hanced. And that cardamom-laced 
sauce is lick-the-plate delicious. 

Less successful was an appetizer of 
duck confit (duck cooked and stored in 
its own fat), topped with frizzled leeks 
and laced with a peppery sauce. Each 
ingredient is tasty, but all together, the 
dish isn’t something to get worked up 
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It's alive: Little Bistro reinvents classic dishes, such as this appetizer of 
duck confit with frizzled leeks and a pepper sauce, with mixed results. 


Japanese spiced cream sauce and Swiss 
chard” acts to enhance the other. The fine 
grains of “forbidden rice” (black, sticky 
rice from Thailand) turn the skin crisp 
and nutty and play beautifully against the 
moist fish. On the plate was a puddle of 
lemony sauce that lightened the richness 
of the dish, and a mound of simply 
sauteed Swiss chard that added color and 
a pleasantly bitter note to the flavors. 

Our waiter warned us that the “bor- 
delaise braised short ribs with pap- 
pardelle pasta” was more noodle than 
meat, but I wasn’t prepared for what ar- 
rived. I imagined a home-style plate of 
slow-cooked beef in a winy, red sauce 
over tender noodles. Set before me was 
a deep bowl of pasta, a few perfectly 
tender chunks of meat off the bone, a 
creamy sauce and about 10 different 
vegetables. 

It wasn’t what I expected, but I en- 
joyed the dish tremendously. I’d order it 

The meal took a nosedive with the 
desserts. The two I tried — the lichee 
tart and the pumpkin cheesecake — 
were clunkers. The tart is an Asian take 
on creme brulee studded with lichee. 


The fruit is too subtle to make much of 
an impact, too rich for more than a cou- 
ple of bites, and too large for one per- 
son’s dessert; it may be overwhelming 
for two. It’s served with vanilla ice 
cream and squiggles of caramel that do 
nothing at all for the dish. Crustless 
cheesecake is a no-no in my book, espe- 
cially one that tasted like sour cream, 
not pumpkin, and sat amidst fussy dribs 
and drabs of chocolate and caramel 
sauces that made the plate look like a 
Halloween massacre. 

On the dessert roundup is something 
called a “Hostess cupcake.” Don’t be 
fooled. It’s a molten chocolate cake in 
disguise, the ubiquitous kind served 
warm with a runny center. 

It’s best to approach Little Bistro 
with only one expectation: that you’ll 
enjoy something new. Accept the idea 
that if you order something familiar, 
you’ll receive Cheung’s experimental 
take on the dish. 

Chances are you’ll end up like the 
man sitting near me who told his com- 
panion, “I’ve ordered the calamari 100 
times. It’s not what I expected at first, 
but now I won’t eat it anywhere else.” 


Casper is reborn 


While the name Melt may make you 
think “coffee shop,” this new Park 
Slope restaurant is anything but. 

“[Melt is] meant to evoke a bringing 
together or melting of ideas, flavors 
and ingredients in a stylish environ- 
ment that is approachable and afford- 
able,” explained the eatery’s director of 
operations, Cenk Fikri. 

To accomplish that goal, Cenk and 
Melt’s owner, Muguette Siem A Sjoe, 
transformed the site of Sjoe’s old Casper 
Jones Cafe with a chocolate-and-white 
color scheme; had a long, curving shelf 
installed behind the bar; and lined the 
room with round, white wooden tables. 

“The room is modem but very 
warm,” says Cenk. 

The menu, developed by chef Brian 
Bunger — formerly of the Park Avenue 
Cafe in Manhattan — features sliced 
Berkshire pork tenderloin drizzled with 
a port wine reduction, accompanied by 


sauteed spinach and sweet com polenta 
(pictured). The wine list boasts hard-to- 
find bottles from smaller producers that 
can be ordered by the glass for $5 to $9. 

On Tuesday evenings, Bunger gets 
the night off, and a chef working in a 
different style — Japanese one week, 
Mediterranean the next — steps in and 
serves a five-course, prix fixe tasting 
menu at an unbeatable $20. (Reserva- 
tions are strongly recommended for 
these dinners.) 

No wonder the house cocktail — a 
mix of champagne, honey vodka, pear, 
mint and fresh ginger — is called the 
“Joie de Vivre.”

Park Slope comedian scores five minutes of 
fame on Comedy Centrals 4 Premium Blend 9

GO: Was it more difficult to perform in 
front of the sober “Premium Blend” au- 
dience than the usual club crowd? 

TL: There’s a very different energy to the 
crowd. For the “Premium Blend” taping, 
you’re dealing with a huge space, a lot of 
distance between you and the audience, 
and it’s a television audience, which 
means they’ve been whipped up into a 
frenzy by the emcee, by the warm-up co- 
median. A lot of the comedians who did 
“Premium Blend” said this, too — and 
it’s a great complaint to have, I guess — 
the audience is almost too enthusiastic. To 
the point where it could potentially throw 
you off your rhythm because you antici- 
pate a certain amount of laughter at cer- 
tain beats in your performance. Some- 
times you’re getting it way before you 
anticipated or it’s way more than you an- 
ticipated, and you have to decide whether 
to wait it out or to talk over them. But it’s 
so much fun. 


GO: Was it very competitive with the 
other comedians backstage? 

TL: It wasn’t competitive it all. In fact, 
it was incredibly friendly. It kind of re- 
minded me of taking the SATs in high 
school. There, everybody had to take 
them, and there wasn’t a sense of com- 
petition because we all knew we had to 
do this. There was a built-in sense of ca- 
maraderie. We would go over our stuff 
with each other, we would freak out and 
complain to each other, we were each 
other’s therapists. 

The only thing weird about backstage 
is that there are cameras everywhere. It 
made me so self-conscious. As you step 
off into the wings, there’s a camera in 
your face asking how 
you feel. That was a 
little unnerving. 


GO: What has been 
your worst heckle 

TL: Once, I had a 
free show at the Up- 
right Citizens Bri- 
gade in Manhattan and a drunk, homeless 
man wandered into the show. He wasn’t 
so much heckling me as having a stream 
of consciousness conversation with me 
with whatever came into his head. And I 
had to deal with him throughout the 
show. But that was kind of fun, because 
the things coming out of his mouth were 
inherently funny. Nonsensical. But it was 
not malicious in any way. 


GO: So you don’t have a big ego. 
You’re happy to share your set with a 
drunk, homeless man as long as he’s 
got good material? 

TL: [Laughs] Absolutely, yeah. He’s help- 
ing me write my stuff. He’s helping me 
with a crash course in crowd work. 


GO: Jerry Seinfeld has “Seinfeld.” 
Chris Rock has “Everybody Hates 
Chris. ” If you get some buzz from 
“Premium Blend, ” and you’re offered 
your own TV show, what would it be 
called? 

TL: I’ve been writing a book of essays, so 
if I had a TV show, I would probably give 
it the same name, “The Boy with Perpet- 
ual Nervousness.” 


GO: It’s not going to be “Un-Levined”? 
TL: No it’s not. [Laughs.] How dare you? 


A lthough comic Todd Levin is at 
home performing in small, dark 
alternative clubs in Downtown 
Manhattan, he leapt at the chance to do 
stand-up in the spotlight, on a stage be- 
fore hundreds of un-inebriated specta- 
tors, as part of Comedy Central’s “Pre- 
mium Blend.” 

The episode, which airs on Dec. 2, 
features a small portion of Levin’s act, 
but his television debut, hosted by Da- 
mon Wayans, reveals the Park Sloper to 
be a hilarious, smart comedian. 

In his set, taped in August, Levin 
distinguishes himself from the three 
other featured comics by poking fun at 
his blazer, long hair and beard: “I’m 
aware that I have a look about me that 
some might consider aggressively Jew- 

GO Brooklyn spoke with Levin for 
40 minutes about his five-minute set. 

GO: I saw a tape of the show last 
night, and I have one question: Are you 
REALLY Jewish? 

Todd Levin: [Laughs] No, it’s part of 
my stage persona. I’m actually Presby- 
terian. The beard is false. 

GO: The “Premium Blend” episode 
features a snippet of your routine. Is 
your whole act derived from mocking 
your ethnicity? 

TL: The Jewish stuff in that set may 
come across a little bit unbalanced. The 
jokes that you heard about Nazis and 
me being Jewish in the beginning are 
literally the only jokes I have about my 
ethnicity at all. 

But certainly being Jewish is part of 
my identity and feeds into a lot of my 
anxiety and paranoia and the way I 
look at the world with a suspicious eye 
— waiting to be rounded up. 

Honestly, the whole thing at the top 
about me being aggressively Jewish — 
I’ve been in Brooklyn for 10 years 
[and] somehow I’ve transformed into 
this weird cultural stereotype. 

It’s weird, because I’ll talk about it 
on stage, tell an audience of 500 that 
I’m Jewish, but when the Hasidic Jews 
on the comer in Park Slope ask me if 
I’m Jewish — because they want me to 
put on the tefillin and pray with them 
— I always feel compelled to tell them 
I’m Greek. 

I’m asked pretty often. 

GO: You’re in demand! 

TL: I’m an easy target. Since I grew my 
hair out and the beard, I get mistaken 
for people’s Kabbalah instructor. It 
wasn’t intentional by any means. In 
fact, if anything, I’m really bad at being 
Jewish; I don’t make it to synagogue 
very often. I feel guilty about assuming 
it as a cultural identity. 

GO: When growing the beard, were 
you thinking Billy Joel, circa “Nylon 
Curtain”? 

TL: [Laughs] No one ever said that be-

fore! I get Cat Stevens a lot. I’ve been 
told I look like him by an uncomfort- 
able number of people, actually. 

GO: What’s your opinion of those leg- 
endary Brooklyn comics that have 
come before you? Andrew Dice Clay? 
Colin Quinn? 

TL: Legend is your word. When I was 
in high school, I thought [Clay] was hi- 
larious. To a 14- or 15-year-old kid, 
Andrew Dice Clay is really, really fun- 
ny. I’m not sure how I feel about him 

Colin Quinn is great. I think he’s one 
of the funniest comedians working 
right now. For people who want to be a 
serious, working comedian, he’s an in- 
credible role model because he’s never 
stopped. 

GO: Do you perform regularly in 
Brooklyn? 

TL: There are fewer opportunities in 
Brooklyn [than Manhattan], but there

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Knicks promo 
targets B'klyn

Can two National Basketball Association 
teams share the same city without driving each 
other crazy — or hurting Knicks ticket sales? 

That query won’t be answered — until the New 
Jersey Nets move into their new Frank Gehry-de- 
signed arena in Downtown Brooklyn in a few years. 

But in the meantime, it appears the Knicks will 
be proactive in keeping their fan base. 

For the first time in its history, the team will be 
featuring a season-long campaign designed to 
“honor their fans” — and keep Brooklynites from 
defecting to the “Dark Side of the Force,” which 
the Nets will become once they take up residence 
across the East River. 

So on Sunday, Jan. 8, the world’s most famous 
arena will become Brooklyn West, as the Knicks 
take on the Seattle Supersonics on what’s being 
touted as “Brooklyn Night.” 

During the evening, business and community 
leaders from the borough will be featured in on- 
court ceremonies, and Brooklyn residents will re- 
ceive discounts on apparel and food at Madison 
Square Garden concession stands. 


Leading up to the game, die-hard Knick fans 
are being asked to e-mail a photo of themselves to 
www.nyknicks.com showing why they should be 
the Knicks’ “Borough Fan of the Night.” 

The fan chosen as the winner will then be invit- 
ed to the game, where his or her photo will be dis- 
played on the Garden scoreboard and during the 
game’s broadcast. 

Last year, the Nets were purchased by mega- 
developer Bruce Ratner, who promised to move 
the team from its home in East Rutherford, N. J. to 
an arena he planned to construct above part of the 
Long Island Railroad yards at the crossroads of 
Atlantic and Flatbush avenues. 

While still not approved, Ratner hopes his are- 
na will be finished in time for the 2008 season. 
Ratner’s plan has the backing of Mayor Bloom- 
berg and Borough President Markowitz and 
would not require any city oversight, as it would 
sit atop land owned by the Metropolitan Trans- 
portation Authority. 

The controversial project also includes numer- 
ous residential and office skyscrapers which 
would tower over the borough’s tallest building — 
the 512-foot Williamsburgh Savings Bank build- 
ing on nearby Hanson Place. 


Boro boys battle

Coney Island’s Stephon Marbury and his 
cousin Sebastian Telfair — also from Coney — 
bring out the best in each other. 

Marbury scored a season-high 27 points Sun- 
day to help the New York Knicks beat Telfair and 
the Portland Trail Blazers 103-92, giving coach 
Larry Brown — another Brooklyn native — his 
first Knicks victory at Madison Square Garden. 

“This is a game we both look forward to,” said 
Telfair, who had a career-high 27 points for the 
Blazers. ‘1 love playing against him. He is always 
going to push me and come at me because he 
wants me to do well and I want him to do well.” 

Marbury was impressed by the play of his 
younger cousin. 

“He played great, his best game as a pro,” Mar- 
bury said. “He was very poised and he got every- 
one involved.” 

Telfair was excited for a chance to play at home 
in front of family and friends. 

“Getting a chance to play at the Garden is a 
special thing,” he said. 

Channing Frye added 20 points and Jamal 
Crawford had 19 for New York. Zach Randolph 
had 17 points and Darius Miles added 16 for the 
Blazers, who opened a seven-game road trip. 

Marbury left the game with 44.2 seconds left 
and New York leading 103-92, drawing a standing 
ovation. 

“It’s always great to win,” Marbury said. “Es- 


pecially winning for coach, being that it was his 
first.” 

Brown had hoped Marbury would be more ag- 
gressive, and his star responded with 14 points in 
the first half, only to be outdone by his cousin, 
who had 19. 

“I thought they were both spectacular,” Brown 
said of the two point guards. “I respect what they 
both did.” 

The Knicks (3-7) used a 16-5 run over the end 
of the third quarter and beginning of the fourth to 
turn a 70-69 deficit into a 85-75 lead. Frye had 
eight points during that span. 

Portland shot 55 percent from the field (33-for- 
60), but had a season-high 23 turnovers, including 
seven by Miles. 

“It’s all about numbers and points, we had no 
focus on the defensive end,” Portland coach Nate 
McMillian said. “We have too many people con- 
cerned about numbers, touches, and the way they 
look as opposed to playing the right way.” 

Juan Dixon had 1 1 points in the fourth quarter, 
including three 3-pointers, to try and keep the 
Blazers (3-5) close. But the Trail Blazers could get 
no closer than seven points. 

Eddy Curry kept the Knicks close with 12 
points in the first half, but didn’t return. He has 
been slowed by a left calf injury. 

“I have been trying to play through it, but it 
hurt a little bit,” Curry said. ‘It got a little sore as I 
played. I just have to take care of it so that it is not 
a nagging injury.”

A biting column 


Q: My 19-month-old 
son is in day care, and he 
will not stop biting. He is 
close to being kicked out. 
His room has one teacher 
to about eight children, 
and I moved him to this 
new place three months 
ago from another day 
care. The school does not 
start time-out until the 
children are age 2, but 
they do pull him aside 
and limit his toys, and we 
all talk to him a lot about 
not biting. The other kids 
do not want to play with 
him because he bites. 
Biting was not a problem 
at the first day care.

A: This little biter is 
under a tight deadline to 
get his behavior under 
control. Or he gets kicked 
out. 

Why wait? The biting 
problem is out of control. 
Mom says she feels like a 
failure as a parent. She 
needs to move him now 
before her son claims 
another victim, before she 
gets one more humiliating 
phone call from his 
teacher, and before anoth- 
er parent gets furious. 

With only one teacher to 
guide him, the boy is set 
up for failure. The 
National Association for 
the Education of Young 
Children recommends a 
ratio of one teacher to four 
children in the 12-to-24- 
months age group. One 
teacher in a room of eight 
children under age 2 can- 
not appropriately stop per- 
sistent biting behavior, 
comfort the victim and 
keep the rest of the class 
running safely. 

“Get the child back to 
the school where he felt 
welcome and was less 
frustrated and better under- 
stood,” suggests Carol 
Stock Kranowitz, author of 
“The Out-of-Sync Child 
Has Fun” (Penguin Group, 
2003). 

At the age of 19 months, 
she says, talking about not 
biting or putting him in 
isolation to “think about” 
what he has done is fruit- 
less. Make clear the “no 
bite” message with a firm 
voice and eye contact. But

where to go from there

Biting is common 
among young children. 
Use the “who, what, 
where, when and how” 
method to discover what is 
really happening, accord- 
ing to The Ohio State 
University Extension 
Service. Ask: When does 
the biting occur? Who is 
involved? Where does it 
happen? What happens 
before and after? How was 
the situation handled? 

Instead of punishment 
or isolation, teaching, 
guiding and redirecting 
young children are more 
appropriate ways to 
approach behaviors such 
as biting, hitting and kick- 
ing, says Juliana Golas, a 
teacher. 

Parents and pediatri- 
cians find that sometimes 
kids are teething and the 
biting feels good. At about 
12 months, kids start to 
enjoy the strong reaction 
they get when they do 
something new. 

Older toddlers may bite 
to get attention, even if it’s 
negative. Frustration often 
is the culprit, such as when 
a child with no verbal 
skills doesn’t know what 
else to do to get a toy or 
cope with a smashed 
tower. 

“Whenever we’re upset 
or thinking hard or falling

asleep, we often want to 
bite, chew, gnaw, gnash,” 
Kranowitz says. “It could 
be the child is frustrated or 
anxious or irritable, and 
biting is his only strategy.” 

Tips to eliminate the bit- 
ing, suggests Kranowitz, 
who taught preschool for 
more than 25 years: 

•Ask whether there is 
too much stimulation in 
the room, causing a sen- 
sory overload. Give deep 
pressure, such as bear 
hugs, or give the child the 
chance to throw himself 
into a pile of pillows, or 
get into a tight and cozy 
“nest” such as inside a 
carton or barrel. 

• Is there not enough 
active playtime, causing 
pent-up feelings and the 
urge to move or bite? Go 
outside and run and play. 
Or go through an indoor 
obstacle course. Provide 
activities that include 
pushing, pulling, lifting 
and carrying. 

• Another idea is a 
chewy necklace, Kran- 
owitz suggests: Buy food- 
grade vinyl tubing at a 
hardware store. Cut the 
tubing into 2-inch pieces, 
thread them on a plastic 
lanyard and make a neck- 
lace the child can wear and 
chew on when he feels the 
urge to bite.

ALL DRAWN OUT 


Cleaner streets, 
but at what cost? 


B usinesses along 

Smith Street should be 
careful what they wish 
for — because wishing for 
clean streets often ends up re- 
sulting in a bill. 

As our own Gersh Kuntz- 
man reports in this issue, city 
officials are already coaxing 
business owners along the 
restaurant-nch strip to create a 
Business Improvement Dis- 
tricts like those popping up in 
all parts of the city that feel un- 


der-served by existing services. 

In other words, everywhere. 

DUMBO is the latest neigh- 
borhood to agree to be hit with 
a new tax earmarked mostly for 
sanitation and security. The 
mayor’s signature will official- 
ly create the BID and make it 
the 52nd in the city and the 
16th in Brooklyn. 

Business Improvement Dis- 
tricts share a lofty goal — a 
cleaner, safer community. 

But how they achieve it is 


antimeucar to the very notion 
of democracy. 

Businesses throughout the 
city already pay taxes to re- 
ceive the very sanitation and 
security that BIDs provide. 

If the city is failing to fur- 
nish an adequate level of serv- 
ice in some neighborhoods, 
businesses and residents in 
those areas have plenty of op- 
tions — including voting the 
bums out if their concerns are 
not met — before choosing to 


supply the missing services at 
great cost to themselves. 

The average BID has an an- 
nual budget of $400,000. If a 
BID were formed on Smith 
Street, the annual tax levy would 
be roughly $400 per business. 

That may not sound like 
much, but the 5 1 existing BIDs 
have a combined budget of 
around $80 million, city offi- 
cials said. 

That’s an expensive free 
pass for City Hall.

With the commitment of tax cred- 
its for the clean-up of the Gowanus 
Village site, with Congresswoman 
Nydia Velazquez continuously press- 
ing for the Army Corps of Engineers 
in conjunction with New York State 
Department of Environmental Con- 
servation to upgrade the Gowanus 
Canal from a Class-D to at least a 
Class-C waterway, together with 
Keyspan’s commitment to remediate 


the Public Place site, we in a coopera- 
tive spirit will have brought a safe en- 
vironment to and around the Gow- 
anus Canal long before a plan for the 
remedianon or Newtown Creek is put 
in place.
